You 
can explain that alcohol-wise, most ciders are 
comparable to ales at 5 or 6 percent. Then tell 
them about what type of cider you’re drinking 
ond why; "I like a brut cider for its crisp acidity ” 
shows that you’ve purposefully chosen your 
drink. 


Step 4: Share. Most cider critics simply haven’t 
tried the full range of ciders now hitting tap 
lines. Share a sip of your cider and you may just 
convert some skeptics. 

See? Easy as pie. But should your friends 
Still throw shade at your cider order, take 
comfort in the fact that you have royal com- 
pany: Prince ^J^lUam has publicly proclaimed 
his preference for cider over beer. And if a 
handsome Air Force pilot married to Kate 
.Middleton isn’t the height of awesomeness, I 
don’t know what is.
